This 24 ede . failed Sb WW and SWbs about 
17 leagues we were up with the Iſland Jatt, being very 


high Land, and going cloſe about the Ea Point, 
having ſometimes wind and ſometimes none, and a 


current ſetting in, we hove the lead being three Ships 
length from the ſhore, and had no ground at 40 fathoms, 


being drove a little further in, we had but 7 fathoms, 


we let go our ſmall bower, and veering a little cable, 


the wind came off at Sea, and drove us aground, we 


endeavoured to weigh our anchor again, but could not, 

we ſet ſome of our ſails, and watching the flaws that came 
off ſhore, we cut our cable, and with the help of our boat 
got off, myſelf ſtanding by the fore braces, whilſt the 
commander and ſome of our moſt expert ſeamen, who 
minded (or were more fenfible of) the danger ſtood 
crying what ſhall we do to be ſaved, Mr. Ward and 
ſome others, ſtood by the foreſheets, while we were 
a-ground, on the top of the hill (which did ſcem to be 


almoſt over our heads) we ſaw two men hooping as 5 
they had been mad, others at the ſhore fide expecting a 
naufrage, but it pleaſed God the event fell not out to their 
expectation, when we were got off, there came off 4 men 


in a ſmall prow, but were very ſhy, till Mr. Ward went 
in the yaul, and invited them a-board, of which there 


came but two a- board, I gave each of them, about a fathom 


of white Salampores coarſe, for which they ſeemed to be 


very thankful, and we were very inquiſitive for Nutmegs 
and Cloves, Oy they knew, calling them Coey 


Pala

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Pala, but Cloves they ſeem not to know, ſhewing us 
by ſigns and ſhaking their heads (for they ſpeak no 
Mallay) giving us to underſtand that there was no 
Nutmegs upon the Hand, hence we failed for Baber, 
where we anchored in 14 fathoms, ' near a mile from 
the ſhore, but drove into 55 *

In the morning the natives came to the ſhore fide, 


and hung out a white ſhirt, we ſent our boat a-ſhore, 


and there came off to us, 6 of the natives (we leaving one 
of our men a-ſhoreas a hoſtage) we could not underſtand 
one another, only by ſigns, Mr. Ward went a-ſhore but 
ſtayed not long after he was come aboard, and we had 
dined, Mr. Ward ordered me to go a-ſhore which I 
did, with our flag, and what ſoldiers we had aboard, 

when I was come on ſhore, there met me about 20 
people, with Bows, Arrows,. Lances, and Broad Swords, 
they were very obliging and kind to me, deſiring me to go 


to their Negree or Town, which was about 2 miles from 


the water ſide, conſiſting of 5 or 6 Cadjan Houſes, 


here they preſented me with 3 bags of Nuts, no bigger 


than money bags, which Nuts they called Canarrie, the 


kernel in ſhape much like an almond, they alſo Preſented

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me with a young pig, for here they are not Mahome= 


tans, but Heathens, worſhipping the Sun. In paſſing 
through the woods, I took a ſpecial obſervation of their 


trees, hoping to find what we came for, viz. Nutmeg 
trees, but could not ſee ſign of any, after having drank 


a few Coco-Nuts, and paſſed ſome dunib compliments, 


or familiar ſigns, I ſhewed them ſome Nutmegs Cloves 


and Mace, the Nutmegs they underſtood, clapping a leaf 
.*- over the Nutmeg, and covering that again with the 


Mace, thereby (as I ſuppoſe) giving us to underſtand 


the nature of its growth, we aſked them for ſome, but 


they made ſigns to us, ſaying Treda hada, as for 
Cloves they hardly knew them, but one cryed Amboyna 


Amboyna. At our firſt coming in they took us to be 
Dutchmen, and were timorous, but when we told them 


we were Engliſhmen, they were overjoyed kiſſing and 


hugging us, with this laying, Oran Engrees Oran baike, 


Oran Holandia Teeda baike, viz. Engliſhmen are good 
men, .but Dutch bad, having ſpent ſome 3 or 4 hours, 
we took our leaves of them, but they conducted us to 
the water ſide, where our boat was ready to receive us, 
when I came on board, I gave Mr. Ward an account of 


what had paſt. 


Mr. Ward went a- ſhore to the houſes, where he 
was very kindly received, according to the ability of 
the people, who were very poor and miſerable; having 


ſpent ſome hours a- ſhore to no effect as to the buſineſs 


we came for, he came on board, without any hopes of 
finding, any thing advantageous to our Honorable Maſ- 


ters upon this Iſland. 


We went not : a-ſhore this day, about 9 this night 
John Weſtbee, who was maſter of the Sloop Pil- 
grim, (by reaſon of his ſickneſs before the Sloop was 
caſt away came on board of us) departed this life. 


Wee ſpent in going \a-ſ{hore to ſearch the Country, and 


fetch water, Mr. Ward, myſelf, &c. went a-board the 
Sloop Pearl, and turned down to the Souther Point, 
called Babber Wattmer, and came to an anchor with 
the Sloop in 5 fathoms water, as we were failing along 


ſhore, there were at leaſt 8 or 9 prows, which came off 
to meet us, ſome with Pigs, ſome with Coats, ſome 


Nuts, VIZ. Coco-Nuts, and they had with them ſome 
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mall parcels of Tortoiſe ſhell, containing about 15 
in a parcel, after we had come to an anchor, Mr. Ward, 

myſelf, Mr. Priaulx, Doctor, and Jonathan Threſher &c. 
Soldiers, went on ſhore in the yaul; as ſoon as we were 
landed, we had about us at leaſt 100 people, well armed 
with Bows Arrows and Lances, we aſked them for their 
King, if they had any, but we underſtood they had none, 
only to pleaſe us, they made a Caffery (or rather a Ma- 


latte) an Horum Keay. I afked them (by ſigns) for G“ | 


pala or Nutmegs, ſhewing them that if they would 
bring me a branch, we would reward them with red 
Salampores, or as they call them Caine Myra, which 
they moſt delight in, they ſhook their heads, crying 
Teeda, one man aſked, pointing to me and calling 
Fhrum Holandia, ſetting my hand to my breaft ſaying 
Horum Englis, which the man hearing, ſaid, Horum 


Englit, Horum Englis'and kiſt my hand, but I ſaw a man 


come down, who ſpoke ſomething to the people, who 
Had no ſooner done, but one part retired one way, and 
another part, another way, which when I perceived, I 


acquainted Mr. Ward thereof, and then we retired to our 


boat, and came on board the Sloop, and made ſail for 
Weetook, and that night went on board the Eagle, the 
Next day I went on ſhore, and the Weetook men when 
they ſaw us, were overjoyed, ſaying Horum Babber 


ewattmer Teeda Bay, putting their fingers to their throats, 


making ſigns that they would Ky us. 


The 7th day being Thurſday Mr r. Ward called 
2 conſultation concerning the officers opinions of the 
breaking up of the Monſoons, but their opinions were 
various, and without reaſons, then it was ordered that we 
| ould ſet fail the next day, (if fair weather) and to ſtcer 


Hirſt for Moel and Maer, thence to Maſſells, to try for 


anchorage, the 10th day being Sunday came on board 


us in the morning a black man, (who had feveral times 
been a-board before) and brought us (then) bait for 
fiſhing, who before he went a-ſhore ſaw a proſpective 


glaſs, which when he ſaw, pointing his finger to it and 
me and then upon his eyes and pointing to the woods 
ſaying, Cyſipala (viz.) whether IJ could ſee Nutmeg 
trees through that glaſs, I told him I could, then he 
made ſigns that if T would go on ſhore, he would go 


with me into the woods, this man's name was Cabooſ,

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we have had uncotdin; weather ſometimes rain with 
guſts of wind at N NW and SW. 


This laſt 10 we had Thunder and Lightning, the |

the day in ſtanding off and on to the ſhore becauſe we 


could not well tell, whether the ene did put Wo 
without danger.

The wind W WSW SWbsS and. 85 we bore away 
to the Eaſtward, this morning we ſtood for the Iſlands 
to meet the Sloop having ſailed about 2 leagues toward 


the ſhore, we had fight of the Sloop, to the Southward of 


the Point of Babber Wattmer, then we tacked and ſtood 
towards them (as near as the wind would permit) but 


about noon we again loſt ſight of them, I deſired the 
Captain to ſtand in as near as we could into the ſhore and 
fire a gun, about 5 of the clock the gun was fired, but 


no anſwer from the Sloop, the Captain would fain have 


had me conſented to ſtand in for Weetang, being then in 


ſight of it telling me the Sloop had willingly left us, 


I would not conſent unto it, but ordered him to ſtand 


in and range Babber Bay, from thence to the 2 Iſlands, 
in ſearch of the Sloop, about 7 o eloek at n, we 


yu. out our light. 


Fair weather but little wind, in the morning we 
were between Babber and Jatt, Pabber bearing South 


and Fatt North off us, the current ſetting ſtrong to the

Northward, we had then part of the Iſland Weetang 


open, bearing from us Wbs at 3 in the afternoon, 
we ſaw the Sloop, about 7 in the evening came up 


with her, they ſaid they had been at an v ahcher to the

to the W: then to the NEbE the current ſetting North 
very 
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very eng for having ſailed SWbS all night we 


were not 2 leagues farther a- oy than 1 in che evening. 


Fair weather and mall ibis 3 * NW to the 


SW we ſteered NNW and. NW for the moſt part this 


afternoon. our Captain and Mr. Lewis had ſome diffe- 
rence, blows were given by the Captain. 


In the morning Mr. Ward, Doctor Ince, and Jonathan, 
went on board the Sloop Pearl, Mr. Ward then left me 
his commiſſion of which I took a Breviat (v) the 
chiefeſt and particular heads, the Sloop ſtood in to the 
ſhore, and came to an anchor in about. 12 fathoms water

ouzy ground, when they were come to an anchor 


Mr. Ward went a- ſhore in the Faul, and before they 
got in, they paſſed over a very /hoal bar, which when 
they were got over they had about 7 fathoms, (this 
Place is at the Weſter end of the 2 Hands, and the 
big heſt Land, and upon... the. precipice of a high Rock 
ſtand 4 or 5 houſes) when they had gotten on ſhore, 


their reception was kind and civil, the natives giving 


them for ſmall. matters, Goats Hogs and Coco- Nuts, 
in the interim of their being a-ſhore, we ſtood off and 
on with the Ship and ſounding, but had no ground at 50 
and 60 fathoms of line, when I ſaw the Sloop at an 
anchor, I deſired the Captain to ſend in his long- boat to 
ſound on this ſide and that ſide the Sloop, which was 
done, and had at firft heave no ground in go fathoms 
the very next heave but 7 fathoms, then 14, 12, 16, 
151 About 2 of the clock in the afternoon the Sloop 
weighed and ſtood off to us, then we ſaw a prow come 


off ſhore with Dutch Colours, Mr. Ward went in the 
yaul to meet them and ſpeak with them, but they made ; 
way as faſt as they could in to the ſhore, but the . 


yaul purſued them, and when after they had been on ſhore 
about an hour, Mr. Ward &c. came off, and when he 
came on board, he told us how civilly their reception 
was, but they told him that there was no Nutmegs 
or Cloves, ſaying that there was ſome at Dam and 
| Nila, Mr. Ward would feign have given them Engliſh 


for their Dutch colours, but they would not, the hip 


was ordered to ſtand for Weetang. | 


All this night 1 winds, in the morning when it 
was day light, we ſaw the Iſlands Ceremata, all this

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that the Captain did work neither Azimuth nor Ampli- 


rude, ſince he came from Bantam but once, and that

In the morning little wind, what was, was from 
Wbs to the SSW we were got to the Weſtward of 
Babber, and ſtanding to the Weſt end of Weetang, till 
Mr. Ward came upon deck and ordered them to ſtand 
in between Babber and Meetang but the gale was fo 
ſmall, that we were feign to get the long-boat ahead, 
to give the Ship a tow, an hour after the pale freſh- 
ened at South ſo having the wind and current with us, 
about 3 of the clock in the afternoon we came to 
an anchor between Babber and Weetang in 54 fathoms 
Water, as ſoon as we came to an anchor, there came on 


board of us a prow wherein was two men, one of which 


ſpake a little Mallay (both of them had been at Dam) 
and they told us how that the Dutch had abuſed and 
beaten them, deſiring us not to beat them, I told them 
we were Engliſhmen and did not ule ſuch cruelty as the 
Putch, then they told us how the Dutch did uſe to 
ſteal them, and carry them away ſlaves. Preſently after 
there came on board 3 Prows more, wherein was 8 or 
9 men, they were glad to hear that we were Engliſhmen, 
and not Dutch, I aſked them if they had any Nutmeg 
trees or Cloves, they anſwered Teeda or no, then I told 
them that I could ſee Nutmeg trees on ſhore, through my 
proſpective glaſs, they anſwered, they knew not, and if 
I would go on ſhore, and ſhew them any, they would go 
with us, I told them alfo, that we came not to take their 
Iſland from them, but to trade with them, and to give 


them goods for their Nuts (if they had any) They ſeemed 
overjoyed to have a trade with us, and wiſhed they had 
what we looked for, when we told them we had 


been at Weetogk, and named Cabouſſie, they knew him, 


and ſaid Horum V. cetook, Horum baike ; Horum Babber 


 Wattmer Teeda baike, (wiz) the Weetook men are good 


men, the Babber Wattmer are not good, I ſuppoſe the 


VMattmers uſed to help the Dutch to ſteal others of their 


country men, (they being well armed) and I took notice 
of a Dutch jacket, I ſaw among them, and one of them 


ſeemed to be of Dutch eaſt. 
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In che morning Mr. Ward went in the Sloop on March 278 
Babber fide to go on ſhore; we had the wind all day 
at ESE and South, and all night at NW-and N: Note, rip 
that the current ſets here 6 hours to the Northward and 
4 to the Southward (which is the flood) and the water 
riſeth 6 _ This _w_ we had . on nd. 


All this day we had the whid at E ind Ebs ne ESE, Ditto 248 
We had ſome prows on board of us, one man brought 
on board of us a piece of Ambergreiſe about 4 ounces 
weight, but would truck it for . but Gold 
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T writ Mr. Ward of the Aae t e at din- Dino 234 
ner we perceived the Sloop to drive, and in half an 
hour after the was a-ground and Mr. Priaulx being on 
ſhore, Mr. Ward fired 2 guns, when Mr. Priaulx came 
on board they preſently got off, without damage and 
made fail to the ſhip, Mr. Ward came on board. 


Mr. Ward and others went aſhore on the Iſland Weetang 
and marched with the colours up a ladder, which leads 
up the hill, when they were got up a pretty way they 
diſplayed St. George his flag or croſs when they 
approached any houſes the people ran away and forſook 
their Habitations, when they came on board, they 
brought on board ſome ſmall branches of a tree, the 
fruit much reſembling a Clove, and indeed the body and Din 245 
button had made me almoſt confident it was a Clove, 
only, that which refolved my doubt was, that a Clove 
had but 4 claws, this fruit 5, but Mr. Ward &c. 
faid it was a Clove, Fermando, ſaying that the leaf and 
flower reſembled a Clove. 


In the morning there came a prow off ſhore, and Dino 25th 
came 'pretty nigh the Ship and hailed us, and bid us 
come on ſhore and bring Arrack and bread,” Mr. Ward 
went on ſhore and carried Arrack and Bread, and 
aſked them what their bufineſs was with him, and who 
it was that called him a-ſhore, there ſtept out a 
young man and told him in Mallay, that he was called 
from his Negry at midnight, the reſt of the natives 
telling him, we had planted our flag upon the hill, and 
taken poſſeſſion of the Iſland, but Mr. Ward aſſured 
hem to the contrary, telling them, that without their 
cConſent

conſent he would not do it, then he aſked them, if they 
were willing we ſhould live with them, they anſwered 
Cundate, or what he pleaſed, they deſired him to eat 
and drink with them, of his own Bread and Arrack, -. 
which he did, and that pleaſed them, for they take it 
as a great token of friendſhip, after they had done 5 
Mr. Ward came on board, and brought the young man 
with him, whom the others called their King, bringing 
in the yaul 3 more and a prow full came with them, 
when they had entered the Ship, he preſented the 
Captain and myſelf, with a pig, and ſhook us by the 
hand, ſaying, Horum Engris, Horum Baike, after that 
they had dined with us, Mr. Ward went to ſleep, and 
I took the King into the great cabbin, and came to a 
ſerious diſcourſe with him, telling him, that we 
came not to rob, or take any thing from them per 
force, but to trade with them, and to give them goods 
for goods, and that if they had Nutmeg trees on the Iſland 
we would live with them, and ſupply them with Arms and 
Ammunition and protect them from the Dutch, or any 
others, and withall gave him a preſent (viz) a braſs 
Manillas, 4 grains of Muſk a little oil of Mace, (which 
he no ſooner ſmelt, but told what it was) and a Neck- 
cloth alſo, and John Dollis gave him an old Veſt, (of 
which he was very proud) he told me that he would 
go to-morrow to Bamer and upon his return thence 
(which ſhould be in 5 days at fartheſt) he would tell 
me whether there were any or no upon the Iſland, 
which make me ſuppoſe there is. This night we had 
another diſpute about the Clove, which I affirmed not 
to be a Clove, by theſe reaſons, firſt, becauſe it had - 5 
claws, 2dly becauſe the button of a Clove was its flower, 
and the flower of this, did not at all reſemble it, that re- 
ſembling a flower, {which we have in England) called, 
a Batchelor's button, and this a flower, commonly called 
a ſcarlet bean, 3dly the button of this contains 4 
ſeed which were black and in each ſeed a kernell, about 
the bigneſs of a cummin ſeed, and that of a Clove is 
ſeeded much like a roſe, {mall ſeed upon blades, yet 
could not they be perſuaded but that this ſtinking weed 
was a ors only they ſaid it was wild.

Jonathan, we went into the freſh water River, at the 
entrance of which is a bar, upon which we had a fathom 
and 14 fathom water, it being then about half ebb, but 
within is deeper water, as 13: fathom and 2 fa- 
thoms freſh water, and the watering place is about 1 


mile from-the River's mouth, when we were landed we 


went a fowling in the woods, where we killed about 16 
Pidgeons. Here is good wooding and watering, 
L aliſcreed at the cutting down of ſome trees, at the 
firſt blow, there diſtilled a red gum, which was altoge- 
er as 110 45 Hood, this day no prows on board.

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This che debe Pay Mooda: Negros * not 
(according to his' promiſe)» come on board, I went on 
ſhore on the Ifland Meetau (well armed and guarded): 
to enquire for him, and vrhen we were on ſhore, I ſent 
off the pinnace with 2 men therein; there met us 2 


them towards the Sea, blowing their breath hard and 
ſaying, hadda Maſells, thereby intimating, that he was not 


come yet from Maffetls, by reaſon of the freſh winds and 
great Seas we have had the 2 days before, the winds then 


at EbS, E, ENE, then I went up into the Woods, 


thinking to kill fome fowls, but finding a ſcarcity of 


them, my curioſity invited me to climb the ſteep Rocks, 
and endeavour to get the top of the falling of the hill; 
which in à hours time I did with the xeſt, and in our 
way up we took a eſpecial notice, whether we could find 
any Nutmeg or Cloves trees, but could not; then we 
pitched our colours and fired a volley, and then came 
down again. After we were down, the firſt houſe we 


came to, they fetched us ſome Coco- nuts and Saguar. 


Here we ſaw three women, who go as the men, all naked 


ſaving only a cotton ſtring, girted round tlieir waiſts, 
with a ſmall clout to cover their ſecrets; they were 


fatter than any of the men I had yet ſeen, At this 


houſe. L.{þok 2 Batts with heads like Wolves, when 
we parted thence, at the next houſe I came to, myſelf, 
Doctor, Ince, Mr. Robingſon, Jonathan and the gunner 
of the ſtig went to ſhoot at a mark; after that we had 
ſhot round, the gunnerf loads again, and going to 


elevate his muſket, the cock fell down, and fired 


le Reste the Wool Sraxing n the SOUR # agd few 
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ſidewafh, and { RA a young lad in the arm, who had 
been very diligent i in ſhewing us the way up the hill, 
he was ſhot in the brawn of the arm, the ſhot glancing 
on his rib, flew through and through his arm, breaking 
the bone, T admired the valor of the boy, who never 
flinched at the ſhot, but held his arm down bleeding; the 
natives being then ahout 20 or 30 on the place, was 
not at all diſpleaſed, ſeeing it was an accident, but I 
immediately ſent two to the ſhore ſide, to fire for the 
boat, ordering the people to bring the boy down, and 
that he ſhould go o board with us, that the Doctor 
might look after him; when we had brought the boy 
an board, and the Doctor had opened his arm (which 
was before ſwathed up) the boy flinched not at it, but
